old midfielder’s record 
compares favourably 
with many of the more 
famous overseas exiles 
— and would have been 
even better if he had not 
fallen foul of a tangle of 
European rules gov- 
erning migrant workers. 

After appearing for 
the Young Socceroos in 
the 1985 World Youth 
Cup, Bernal: decided to 
try his luck in Europe. 

His Spanish ancestry 
got him into Spain, but 
did not impress that 
country’s football 
federation, who ruled he 
was subject to restric- 
tions placed on overseas 
players. 

As a result, while 
signed to play in the first 
division for Sporting Gi- 
jon, he spent most of his 
time in the reserves or 
on loan to second-divi-

sion outfit Jerez. 

The last straw came 
when he was told he was 
eligible for compulsory 
service in the Spanish 
military. 

“That would not 
have mattered much in 
itself — Soccer players 
always get special treat- 
ment and can keep play- 
ing for their clubs while 
doing national ser- 
vice,” he said. 

“But it was a princi- 
ple for me. Why should 
I serve in the Spanish 
armed forces at the 
same time as the Span- 
ish FA were still insis- 
ting I was a fore- 
igner?” 

Connections made 
while he was at the Aus- 
tralian Institute of Sport 
helped Bernal in his 
next move. 

“Ipswich Town’s 
coach, Peter Trevivian, 
remembered me from 


the time the AIS and his 
youth team took part in 
a tournament 
together,” he said. 

He was recommended 
to the English club, in 
the process of rebuilding 
after relegation from the 
first division. 

“They took me on a 
month-to-month basis at 
first then I signed a 
proper contract up to 
the end of the season 
that’s just completed.” 

During which time 
Bernal established him- 
self in the Town first- 
team, making 15 
appearances as it pushed 
unsuccessfully for prom- 
otion. 7 

There is a doubt over 
his immediate future 
with Ipswich. He has 
turned down the club’s 
initial contract offer but 
will return to England 
anyway in mid-July for 
further talks. 


“At the moment I 
can’t say whether I will 
be with them or some- 
one else in the next En- 
glish season. 

“I would love to play 
in the first division, but 
Ipswich were a top side 
once and could be 
again.” 

And Australia? “I 
suppose if I'd had a sea- 
son in the NSL my name 
would be better known, 
but I’d like to think 
Frank will take a look at 
my record overseas and 
give me a chance on 
that.” 

If this sensible and 
confident young man 
continues the progress 
he has made in the three 
years since leaving Aus- 
tralia, Arok will not be 
able to ignore his Soc- 
ceroo claims for long.

Roberto Vieri looks down the track 


A blossoming 
coaching career for 
one of the greatest 
players ever to 
grace the National 
League came to an 
abrupt halt at the 
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start of this season 
when Roberto Vieri 
walked out on Mar- 
conl following a dis- 
pute with the club 
he served so often 
since 1977. 

Vieri now regrets that 
incident, and openly 
concedes that with hind- 
sight he could have 
handled the situation in 
a different manner. 

Having stayed away 
from any direct involve- 
ment since, the former 
Italian international is 
now itching to get back 
into the game that has 
tuled all his adult life. 

“In a way the break 
has done me a lot of 
good,” he explains. 

“It has given me a 
chance to look at foot- 
ball in a different light 
without the constant 
pressure of re- 
sponsibility. 

“I have had a few 
offers since leaving Bos- 
sley Park, but I wasn’t 
ready for the commit- 
ment then. 

“At the moment I 
am considering the pos- 
siblity of accepting one 
from an interstate club, 
but at this stage of the 
season I’m in no hurry 
to make any rash deci- 
sions.” 

Vieri has remained a 
close observer of the 
National League this 
year and expects a 
fascinating climax to de- 
velop over the closing 
stages. 

“No one has been 
able to dominate the 
league as APIA did last 
year,” he remarked. 

“Marconi, Sydney 
Croatia and South Mel- 
bourne’ have all 
threatened, but have 
been unable to go on 
with it. 

“Sunshine George 
Cross has been a real

surprise packet. I have 
always admired John 
Gardiner as a coach, 
even when his team was 
fighting relegation last 
year. 

“Now, with virtually 
the same squad and with 
the obvious disadvan- 
tage of losing Paul Trim- 
boli, Sunshine are in 
with a good chance of 
making the play-offs.

Marconi was being 
widely tipped to carry all 
before it, but, as the sea- 
son progressed, prob- 
lems started to arise. 

Moulding what was 
virtually a new side 
together and a long run 
of injuries to a number 
of key players had Vieri 
struggling to field a 
team, and results were 
disappointing to say the 
least. 

As invariably happens 
in that type of situation, 
disgruntled supporters 
soon started called for 


Vieri to be replaced, 
but, to it’s credit, Mar- 
coni stuck to the man 
who had given those 
same supporters so 
much pleasure during 
his playing days. 

As injuries started to 
be overcome, results be- 
gan to improve and 
Marconi assured itself a 
place in the semi-finals 
with a stunning 5-0 vic- 
tory over Sydney 
Croatia. 

At the end, Marconi’s 
valiant effort to reach 
the grand final was 
terminated on a penalty 
shoot-out against Pre- 
ston following an epic 3- 
2 semi-final defeat of 
Sydney Croatia. 

Vieri’s initial year in 
the National League 
coaching ranks was by 
no means an easy one, 
but he can be quietly 
satisfied with his 
achievements — a fact 
that was confirmed by 
his nomination from fel- 
low coaches for the 
coach of the year award, 
eventually won by 
APIA’s Rale Rasic. 


Vieri still retains a 
great interest in in- 
ternational football and 
is full or praise for the 
current Azzurri. 


“I have been watch- 
ing Italy for 30 years and 
on their performance in 
the European 
Championship, this is 
the most exciting all 
round team that has 
ever represented the 
country,” Vieri stated 
emphatically. 

“The mere fact that 
manager Azeglio Vicini 
has been involved in va- 
rious capacities with the 
national side for so 
many years reflects the 

professionalism that ex- 
ists in Italy. 

“Vicini was my coach 
when I played for Italy 
at Under 19 level, and 
that was a long time ago. 


“His progression 
through the ranks has 
been a gradual one, his 
replacement of long 
established big name 
veterans with promising 
youngsters was an over- 
due and a brave deci- 
sion, but Italy is now 
starting to reap the be- 
nefits,” was Vieri’s 
assessment of his former 
coach, who could lead 
the Azzurri to an unpre- 
cedented fourth World 
Cup triumph in two 
years time, despite dip- 
ping out to the USSR in 
the Euro’88 semi-finals 
— a result that was al- 
ways on the cards con- 
sidering the Italian 
sides’ youth and inex- 
perience. 

Australian Soccer is 
desperate for coaches 
with the sort of experi- 
ence that Vieri has to 
offer. 

For the sake of foot- 
ball in this country it’s to 
be hoped that Roberto 
Vieri will soon revoke 
his self imposed exile 
and come back into the 
fold. 

He can contribute 
much to the develop- 
ment of the game he has 
graced for so long on 
two entirely different 
continents.

“These teams won’t 
be tourists in any re- 
spect. They’re good, ex- 
citing sides. 

“To Argentina and 
Brazil their national 
teams are a reflection of 
their standing in the 
world, and they don’t 
play any matches as 
tourists.” 

Crino says the Argen- 
tine squad looks parti- 
cularly strong, with an 
established team boas- 
ting two or three regu- 
lars in every line being 
bolstered by some of 
Argentina’s best new 
talent. 

“From what I’ve 
seen they’ve got a nuc- 
leus of a side much the 
way Frank Arok has for 
Australia,” Crino ex- 
plained. 

“They've got the reg- 
ulars like Cuciuffo, 
Olarticoechea, Ruggeri, 
Batista, Giusti and Enri- 
que and they’re bringing 
in a couple of players 
who are currently doing 
well. 

“One of the latest 
sensations is Claudio 
Caniggia, and Nestor 
Fabbri is certainly one 
of the better players in 
Argentina.

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AUSTRALIAN Soccer is approaching next 
Wednesday’s Gold Cup opening match in 
Adelaide — and the subsequent games — 
with an increasing realisation that few sports 
events will ever produce such great visiting 
performers in this country. 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY trusts that the 
securing of this big Bicentennial event will prove to 
be the success that it should. 

But, as soon as the series is over, the interest 
must swing back to the National Soccer League for 
the final league games and then the grand final 
series. 

Next, of course, comes the enthusiasm of the 
Olympic Games finals in Seoul, with Australia par- 
ticipating for the first time since those hesitant 
steps into the 1956 finals in Melbourne, when Aus- 
tralla was there simply as the host nation. 

But, whilst serlous problems abound in Soccer, 
none perhaps is more serious than the one that 
Involves the future of the National Soccer League. 

Crowds are down, often overstated, and half the 
entire income of the organisation goes to the air- 
line involved, for no particular benefit to the game. 

Recently the clubs were hit with a $100,000 bill to 
keep the league on the road. It seems that this will 
leave a deficit still. 

The outsider has been left wondering why the 
league spent so much on huge functions at major 
hotels and produced expensive and virtually un- 
saleable publications when the ship was going 
down. 

At very least a complete management survey by 
outside experts is vital. 

It is a valid point to note that, when the NSL went 
completely broke previously — owing almost 
$500,000 — the competition was split into two 
divisions. 

This reduced playing standards, but it could still 
be contemplated, providing the divisions are kept 
tight to say 10 clubs each. 

When the league was transferred back to 14 
teams the centres of Canberra and Newcastle were 
handed to another code on a plate. 

Crowds of 5,000/10,000 are needed to support a 
national league. They are running at about 2,000 
average. 

At this stage too much is being said behind the 
scenes. Public debate will bring its own problems, 
but there is less risk of the wrong solutions if it 
occurs.

“Independent consul- 
tants with the necessary 
expertise are needed right 
now. 

“The whole thing is 
akin to someone changing 
a business name but leav- 
ing the same personnel to 
tun the show. 

“What the right consul- 
tant would come up with 
is surely one ASF-League 
structure, with a market- 
ing arm so that Soccer can 
be sold under the one 
umbrella. 

“State Federations 
would have to be properly 
blended in.” 

“The League has chop- 
ped and changed its for- 
mat — now the game 
needs to be advised by the 
professionals.” 

There seems no doubt 
that Mr Prestia is ready to 
put the gloves on and 
fight for the type of man- 
agement survey com- 
pleted so successfully by 
Coopers Lybrand W.D. 
Scott for the Australian 
Rugby League.

HE scored more 
goals than any 
other player in the 
national competi- 
tion last season and 
was voted player of 
the year.

The third-place final 
of the event, expected to 
be an important warm- 
up to Australia’s prepa- 
ration for the Seoul 
Olympic Games, will be 
in Canberra on Satur- 
day, July 16. 

But he took some 
time to reflect on what 
he has done so far and 
where his futures lies. 

“IT was brought up 
here. I do not really ex- 
pect any more than I 
get,” he said. 


“I set myself some 
major targets — winning 
those awards, scoring 
goals for my club, Mar- 
coni, and to establish 
myself in the Socceroo 


side. 

“That kind of thing 
opens doors in Europe. 
I can point to my record 
and show video clips and 
say ‘this is what I can 
do’.” 

So Farina, whose 
name was linked with a 
major Dutch club a few 
months ago, still hopes 
to follow fellow Austra- 
lians such as Craig John- 
ston, David Mitchell 
Jimmy Patikas and 
another former Marconi 
idol — Eddie Krncevic 
into highly-paid exile? 

“IT think there are 
two stages in your career 
to try out overseas. 

“You can either go 
as a 16 or 17-year-old

So Farina has his 
agenda. The Gold Cup, 
a championship for Mar- 
coni and an appearance 
at the Olympic Games. 


Then, more than like- 
ly, a long overdue slice 
of Soccer’s good life on 
the other side of the 
world.

Elder son Ricardo, 
26, who was born in 
Australia, was con- 
scripted to fight in the 
Falklands war, much to 
the concern of 
Campana. 


Campana also suf- 
fered a tremendous 
personal loss when his 
elder brother died of a 
heart attack last year at 
the age of 53. 

Francesco Campana 
was one of the stars of 
Argentinian football 
back in the 50’s and 60's, 
and played on many 
occasions for the natio- 
nal team.

Bartram 
leaves 
Glasgow 


Rangers 
By Gary Keown 
GLASGOW Ran- 
gers’ controversial 
Danish defender, 
Jan Bartram, may 
be forced to return 
to Ibrox to account 
for several scathing 
remarks he made 
about his manager, 
Graeme Souness, 
and the general 


standard of play in 


the Scottish Pre- 
mier League. 


This regrettable inci- 
dent is merely the latest 
development in the 
crumbling career of the 
player, who himself has 
recently been the focus 
of extremely hostile 
criticism. 

For Bartram - signed 
by Souness from Silke- 
borg for 180,000 pounds 
at the beginning of last 
season - was excluded 
from Denmark’s 20- 
strong squad for the 
European Nations 
Championships by man- 
ager, Sepp Piontek, who 
accused him of having 


an “unprofessional atti-. 
tude”. 

Bartram’s surprise 
omission from the party 
was widely regarded as 
yet another devastating 
blow to him, mainly be- 
cause he hoped his 
performances in West 
Germany would have 
attracted some offers 
from various continental 
clubs, as it does not look 
as though he will be 
featuring in Souness’ 
plans for the immediate 
future. 

The initial signs of the 
left-back’s unrest at 
Ibrox first appeared in 
the form of vicious re- 
marks headlined in the 
Danish press. He called 
Souness “a hooligan”, 
blamed him for foul play 
and alleged that Scottish 
football was centred 
around kicking oppo- 
nents. 

These statements in- 
furiated both Rangers 
and the Scottish Foot- 
ball Association, and it 
is distinctly possible that 
the SFA may yet charge 
him with bringing the 
game into disrepute, as 
soon as he reappears 
from his self-imposed 
exile in Denmark. 

At present, Rangers 
have received a few en- 
quiries about the player, 
none of which have re- 
sulted in anything defi- 
nite.

European Nations’ 


Championship final is soon to kick-off (or 
explode) on my TV, to be contested between 


the USSR and Holland. 


Before this though, I 
made the prediction that 


‘Italy would play West 


Germany in the final 
and that Italy will win 
the Cup. 

That was a bit bold, 
knowing how close the 
four remaining teams 
were in relative ability 
and knowing how such 
games can be won and 
Jost on one mistake, or 
one inspired moment of 


skill. 

T liked Italy’s chances 
because they appeared 
to be the best all round 
team in the competition. 

They defend well, are 
good in midfield and 
have brilliant strikers, 
with the one flaw of not 
being expert finishers 
yet. 

Russia can also claim 
top strikers, something 


they displayed in bril- 


liant fashion with their 
goals against Italy and 
England, but the rest of 
their team is not as solid 
as the Italians. 

Yet the USSR came 
up with the right tactics 
to nullify the Italian 

e. 

Their coach put press- 
ure on the Italian mid- 
field, whereas in pre- 
vious games it had been 
the Italian side press- 
urising their opponents. 
Where the Soviets have 
defincies with the high 
crossed ball, they were 
all too rarely tested 
there by Italy. 

Without doubt Hol- 
land has good strikers 
with Marco van Basten, 
Johnny Bosman, Wim 
Kieft and Ruud Gullit at 
their disposal and a back 
up of good players and 
so beat West Germany, 
but I took the punt on 
the Germans. 

Italy had the advan- 
tage that all of its play- 
ers perform in the best, 
most competitive, most 
skilled domestic com- 
petition in the world. 

There can be no argu- 
ment but that Italy had 
the most skilful players 
in this European

championship, but they 
did lack the big match 
experience. 

Not that they neces- 
sarily have the the most 
‘gifted’ players, that is 
another yardstick 
altogether, but the Ita- 
lian players as a group 
are the most skilful on 
the ball — reeiving it, 
dribbling with it and 
passing it, yet credit 
where credit is due — 
the Soviets came up with 
a game plan, that 
although initially being 
vigorous and sometimes 
spiteful, denied Italy the 
necessary space to work 
in. 

Having said this, Italy 
came closest in these 
skills to the South 
American nations, who 
of course are not taking 
part in this competition. 

While the Italians 
have the advantage of 
honing their skills on 
their cosmopolitan 
national league, which is 
enhanced with the best 
players from throughout 
the world, the English 
do not have such an 
advantage. 

For many years the 
English have contended 
that their’s is the best 
domestic competition in 
the world. 

This is not so. 

Its overall standard 
from first division to 
fourth division is prob- 
ably the best in the 
world, but its first divi- 
sion cannot in any way 
match that of Italy.

on April 29, and talking his doctors into allowing him to play 


again on June 18. 


Could it be true? Well, 
young Chad Barrett of 
Bonnyrigg in Sydney’s 
south western suburbs, 
was so keen that he got 
his way and is back play- 
ing the game. 

His club is Liverpool 
Albion in Southern Dis- 
tricts SFA.

SOVIET UNION 0 


HOLLAND 2 


Holland third 
time lucky! 


HOLLAND marked 
themselves clearly as 
Europe's best national 
football team as they 
won the European Na- 
tions Cup in Munich. 

In overcoming the Rus- 
sians 2-0 in a marvellous 
match full of flowing foot- 
ball and rich entertain- 
ment, Holland also over- 
came the jinx that had 
robbed them of an even 
greater prize 14 years 
ago. 

On that very ground in 
Munich they were con- 
troversially defeated by 
the hosts, West Germany, 
in the 1974 World Cup 
final. 

Now at last this small 
nation has plugged the 
dyke and captured its first 
major trophy, a triumph 
made all the sweeter by 
their victory over West 
Germany in the semi-fi- 
nal, 

If the Dutch had been 
somewhat fortunate to be 
awarded a dubious penai- 
ty in that encounter (mind 
you, the opening German 
penalty was nearly as 
ludicrous) their victory 
over West Germany 
yesterday was beyond re- 
proach. 

The two goals were 
each as finely crafted as 


delft pottery. 
The first involved 
Europe’s two most 


famous players. Marco 
Van Basten knocked back 
a header into the heart of 
the penalty area, where 
his AC Milan team-mate, 
the Dutch captain Ruud 
Gullit, headed the ball 
into the net. 

Arnold Muhren, 
formerly with Manchester 
United, but at 37 sur- 
prised to have been in- 
cluded in the Dutch team, 
offered his final contribu- 
tion to his international 
career with cross of typi- 
cal precision. 

Inevitably, the man he 
had picked out was Van 
Basten, whose clinical 
hat-trick had earlier de- 
stroyed England, pro- 
duced a breathtaking 
first-time strike. It rock- 
eted past the astonished 
Soviet goalkeeper and 
captain, Dasayev. It was 
eight minutes after half- 
time, and the issue 
seemed to have been put 
beyond all reasonable 
doubt. 

However, as in all good 
spy thrillers, the Russians 
always have a few tricks 
left up their sleeves. 

Igor Belanoy , a 
genuine superstar in his 
motherland and famed 
around Europe for his 
deadly finishing, was ha- 
plessly off target in two 


goal-scoring opportuni- 
ties created by nimble 
work by the Soviet mid- 
field. 

When the Soviet Union 
were awarded a highly 
dubious penalty for a 
goal-keeping lunge dire- 
ected, it seemed legiti- 
mately at the ball, he 
stepped up to put the 
Soviet Union back in with 
a chance. 

Sadly for the Russians, 
though, Belanov struck it 
feebly and Hans Van 
Breukelen joyously 
saved. 

The best side in Europe 
had emerged the victors 
— though it had been a 
close shave for the Dutch 
earlier on in the tourna- 
ment. 

For one thing, they had 
been beaten by the 
Soviets in their first meet- 
ing, when Van Basten 
came on as substitute too

late in the proceedings. 
The Soviet Union have 
throughout played 
sophisticated, versatile, 
and well co-ordinated 
football, especially in 
beating Italy the flam- 
boyant favourites, 2-0 in

the semi-final. 

A key factor in the 
Dutch was, not surpri- 
singly, the great Gullit, 
who deserves every penny 
of his massive salary from 
AC Milan for his style of 
football. 


TWO-GOAL BURST 


TWO goals in three mi- 
nutes midway through 
the second half saw the 
Soviet Union advance 
comfortably to the 
European champion- 
ship final with a 2-0 win 
over Italy in their Stutt- 
gart semi-final. 

They moved on to meet 
the Netherlands, 2-1 win- 
ners over hosts West Ger- 
many in the other semi- 
final. 

In the absence of the in- 
jured Igor Belanov, the for- 
mer European footballer of 
the year, the Soviet hereo 
was Gennady Litovchenko, 
scorer of the first and pro- 
vider of the second for Oleg 
Protasov, as the Soviets’ 
more measured, controlled 
football overpowered 
Azeglio Vicini’s young in- 
experienced side and si- 
lenced the 50,000 strong 
Italian contingent in the 
crowd. 

Having dominated the 
first half, surviving two 
close calls when both Gian- 
luca Vialli and Giuseppe 
Giannini should have 
scored with headers, the 
Soviets finally made the 
breakthrough their running 
had threatened. 

On the hour, Alessandro 
Altobelli, a second half 
substitute for the disap- 
pointing Roberto Mancini, 
gave the ball away in the 
centre of the park and an 
avalanche of white shirts 
bore down on the Italian 
goal. Protasov, Oleg Kuz- 
netsov and Litovchenko 
were all involved before 
Litovchenko broke clear, 
had his initial shot blocked 
and then buried the ball 
cleanly in the net with a 


fine piece of opportunism. 

Three minutes later, 
Litovchenko outstripped 
the hapless Giuseppe Ber- 
gomi down the left, timed 
his cross to perfection and 
Protasov delicately looped 
the ball in with Walter Zen- 
Qa again groping at thin air. 

The two-goal cushion 
allowed the Soviets to come 
out and play, with some de- 
vastating quick breaks 
which could have seen 
them add to the total, as 
they adapted considerably 
better to the slippery condi- 
tions caused by the heavy 
tain which fell throughout 
the match. 

But Vialli should have 
put the Italians back in the 
running with 10 minutes 
left when he found himself 
unmarked in front of goal 
on the right after Luigi de 
Agostini broke down the 
left, but turning on his left 
foot, Vialli blasted the ball 
over the bar, his third cost- 
ly miss of the night and 
umpteenth error in front of 
goal for the tournament. 
For such as gifted foot- 
baller, Vialli’s finishing 
needs some polishing be- 
fore he reaches the world 
star status being pre- 
maturely afforded him. 

However, for all their 
domination in the first half, 
the Soviets were lucky to go 
in on level terms as it was 
Italy who carved out the 
two clear-cut chances of the 
half. 

Vialli rose to head 
Roberto Donadoni’s excel- 
lent cross from the right

“We knew the Italian 
team were very strong from 
when we lost to them in 
Bari earlier this year, and 
they showed here they are a 
good team with a very great 
future. 

“We were sure from the 
start they would reach the 
semi-finals. But that match 
in Italy was played under 
very special conditions, we 
were not at our fittest and 
were only just beginning to 
prepare for the season.” 

Of his tactics, Lobanovs- 
ky confided: “We had 
watched the Italians very 
closely and detected one or 
two slight weakensses, for 
example they are vulner- 
able if put under pressure 
in midfield. And so that's 
what we tried to do. Tactics 
are all very fine in theory 
but they are no good at all 
unless you can put them 
into practice on the field.”

HOLLAND 2 WEST GERMANY 1 


A moment of sheer 
opportunism from Mar- 
co van Basten two mi- 
nutes from time put the 
Netherlands into the 
European Champion- 
ships final with a 2-1 
victory over West Ger- 
many in their Hamburg 
semi-final. 

Just when it appeared the 
match was heading for ex- 
tra-time, van Basten raced 
on to a perfectly-weighted 
through ball from Jan Wou- 
ters and angled the ball 
under goalkeeper Eike Im- 
mel’s body for his fourth 
goal of the tournament. 

The Dutch, after 
dominating the early 
stages, had come back from 
the dead, when a tale of 
two penalties left the score 
tied at 1-1 as the match 
drew towards its close. 

The Germans went 
ahead from the spot after 
55 minutes, after Frank Ri- 
jkaard, normally so com- 
posed at the heart of the 
defence, swept the legs 
from under West German 
striker Jurgen Klinsmann in 
the area. It appeared a 


“He was ready to play to- 
day, but we have a princi- 
ple that unless a players is 
100 per cent fit, he doesn’t 
get on the field.”
